Cientlemen, 

1 have  the  honour  of  pre.sentinj>  t(j  \'ou  m\’  seventh  annual  report 
resiiectinjt:  the  flealth  and  Sanitar\'  Conditions  of  the  Hinckley 
1 rban  District  durin>>'  the  \ear  ending'  December  31st,  1925;  and  as 
the  instructions  from  the  Ministrv  of  Health  intimate  that  this 
should  be  a survey  report,  1 shtill  endetivour  to  show  the  measure  of 
Itrog'ress  made  during’’  the  previous  five  \ears  in  the  improvement  ot 
the  public  hetilth,  and  the  ch;inf>es  that  have  been  m;ule  during'  th;it 
period  in  the  luiblic  health  services  of  the  district. 

■As  le^taids  the  \(“ar  itself,  nothinj.;'  out  of  the  wax’  luis  occurred  in 
the  iniblic  health;  we  have  been  fcjrtunate  to  escape  small-po.x  during 
the  year.  In  the  earlx  iiart  of  the  xear  there  were  numerous  cases 
at  Nuneaton,  a lai’Me  number  of  contacts  were  working-  in  the 
Hincklex'  factories,  but  owing  to  ijrompt  xaccination  ;ind  surveillance 
b\  the  Nuneaton  authority  xxe  had  no  cases  in  Hincklex’.  One  case 
was  lepoited  from  .Stoke  (lolding  in  Max,  but  again  i)rompt  xaccina- 
tion of  all  contacts  resulted  in  no  fresh  cases. 

I he  disease  is  still  rife  in  the  m-ighboui  iug  counties  of  Derbx 
and  Nottingham,  so  oi-ie  nex’c'i  feels  confident  as  reg:\rd.s  this  scourgi- 
esi)ecially  in  reg.ud  to  the  large  number  of  unx  accinated  peu  sous  in 
the  district. 

In  my  last  two  annual  reports  1 have  been  ;ible  to  eongiatulate 
all  concerned,  particularly  the  Child  Welfare  Committee,  on  the  low 
infantile  moitalilx  ; last  X’car  the  figure'  was  e.vti  aordinai  ilx’  loxx,  \ i/. 
40.02  per  1,000  births;  unfortunately  this  year  the  figure  has  jumped 
up  again  to  7q.2  per  1,000  births. 

For  fturposes  of  comparison  I (piote  the  birth  and  death  rate  pei 
1. 000  population,  and  infant  mortality  rate  per  i.ooi,  births  for  the 
whole  of  Kngland  and  Wales,  for  Countv  Iforoughs  and  Creat  Town- 
.ind  lor  .Smaller  Towns.  The  Ifirlh-rate  was  oS.  j,  1.S..S  and  ik.-j 
re.spectively,  the  Death-rate  12.2,  ij.2  and  11.2  r('spec’ii\ clx  , and  the 
Infantile  Morttditx-  75,  -()  atid  74  respectively.

PHYSICAL  FEATURES  AND  GENERAL  CHARACTER  OF 

THE  AREA. 

The  main  portion  ot  the  older  portions  of  the  Town  is  built  on 
the  sloiie  of  a hill,  rising-  from  370  feet  above  sea  level  in  the 
Boroug-h  to  450  feet  in  Leicester  Road  ojiposite  the  Grammar  School. 
There  is  a fairly  larg-e  slum  area  e.xtending-  from  Coventry  Road  on 
the  West  to  Derby  Road  on  the  Last  and  bounded  by  the  North  side 
of  Castle  .Street  on  the  South  and  Bond  Street  on  the  North;  there 
are  a few  portions  of  slum  irropert\-  outside  this  area.  'The  Town  is 
extending-  in  almost  every  direction,  and  a fairh’  decent  type  ot 
house  is  being:  erected;  unfortunateh-,  as  no  Town-planning-  Scheme 
has  been  adopted  factories  can  be  and  are  being  erected  anywhere.

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

The  chief  industrv-  is  the  manufacture  of  hosierx  goods;  there  arc* 
also  boot  and  shoe  factories,  needle  factories,  dye  works  (one  large 
one  just  over  the  boundary),  two  hat  factories  and  two  box  factories; 
the  hosier\-  trade  is  continually  expanding,  new  factories  being 
erected,  and  premises  that  were  originalh-  built  for  the  manufacture- 
of  boots  being  taken  o\ei  or  converted  b\-  their  owners  into  hosier> 
factories.  .Some  of  the  male  |)opulation  work  in  the  collieries  round 
Nuneaton;  a large  number  of  girls  and  women  w-orking  in  the- 
earious  factories  live  in  Nuneaton;  hence  there  is  a dail\-  mingling 
of  a large  iiroiiortion  of  \-our  population  and  that  of  the  Warwick 
shire  town.  This  statement  also  aiiplies  in  a smaller  degree  tn 
Leicester.  This  is  a fact  to  be  born  in  mind  on  the  occurrence  of  an 
epidemic  of  infectious  disease  in  an\-  of  the  three  towns;  and  prob- 
ably helps  to  account  for  the  sporadic  cases  of  inft'ctious  disease. 

None  of  the  occupations  seem  to  have-  an  injurious  effect  on 
health;  the  boot  trade  used  to  htive  an  e\il  reiiutation  as  regards 
Pulmonarv-  Tuberculosis,  but  of  kite  \-ears  this  h;is  not  been  so  in 
>()Ut-  area.

()iu'  hundred  and  sixt\  patients  attended  the  out-patient  depart- 
ments of  the  Ko>;tl  Infiitntn;,  ;it  l.eirestei,  ;ind  72  were  admitted  for 
medical  treatment  or  opertuiotis.  Most  of  these  ctises  can  he  con- 
sidered ;ts  hein,i>'  ri'ft'rred  there  h\  their  own  doctors  (Uthet  lot  ;i 
second  opitiioti  or  for  trt'atment  or  operations  which  r ould  not  he 
obtained  localh'. 

There  have  been  no  special  ctiuses  of  sickness  or  in\alidit\'  dut- 
itiK’  the  hast  five  \cars:  neither  does  there  seem  to  he  an\'  occuiration 
or  environment  which  aititears  to  have  had  a prejtidicial  effect  ort 
health.

A movement  is  now  een  foot  to  provide  a motor  ambulance,  anel 
\our  Council  has  received  authority  from  the  Ministry  eef  Health  ter 
cemtribute  /Jreeo  per  annum  towards  the  cost  of  upkeep.

During  1022  the  headings  were  extended  at  Sntirestonc ; the 
\ ield  of  the  well  wtis  thus  increased  to  over  boo, 000  .gallons  |jer  diem, 
but  this  htis  not  proved  ;ulec|uate.  During'  the  summer  of  U)25  and 
the  latter  ittirt  of  the  yetir  the  supitl.v  fell  short  of  the  consumption, 
tind  Rreat  dithcultx’  wtts  exiierienced  in  kcepin.i>'  the  d'own  siipiilied; 
the  shortiiK'e  durin>>-  the  latter  iieritrd  was  iirincipalK’  due  to  burst 
pi|)es  after  the  frost  causin.t>'  ti  tremendous  amount  of  waste. 

The  daily  consumption  is  now  practically  equal  to  the  yield  of 
the  well,  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  report  that  neg'otiations  have  been 
coinirleted  for  tin  additional  suppl\-  from  the  Nuneaton  Corporation. 
1 his  arrans'ement  will  ensure  ti  s'ood  suiiiih'  of  water  for  the  District 
for  mtin\-  years,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  necessary  works  will  he  coni- 
lileted  as  earh  as  iiossible  owin.t'-  to  the  present  unsatisfactor\- 
Ijosition. 

In  times  of  shorttiR-e  the  lower  jiart  of  the  town,  which  draws  its 
suppl\-  from  the  Reservoir,  suffers  miu:h  more  tluin  those  portions 
which  draw  their  supph'  from  the  'Power.

\'o  use  has  bi'c'n  made  of  the  Schick  and  Dick  'Tests  nor  of  arti- 
ficial methods  of  in-imunisation ; the  occasion  has  not  arisen  to  urRC 
the  latter. 

Disinfection.  This  is  carried  out  b\'  the  Sanitarc'  Insirector’s 
assistant  after  the  remoxal  of  the  |)aticnt  to  the  Isolation  llos|)ital,  or 
if  isejiated  at  honu'  after  the  ijeriod  of  infectivitx'  is  over;  clothes  and 
bedding  arc'  disinfected  at  the  Isolation  Hospital.

The  ftital  case  under  the  enteric  grou))  was  .[ 
male  ;ig(Hl  06  suffering  with  Parat\phoid  H.  The  case  of  Puerperal 
Pever  occurred  in  ;i  woman  aged  3(),  who  had  a perforating  ulcer  of 
the  ascending'  colon,  and  therefore  w:is  not  re;tll\-  :i  case  of  Puerpertd 
Fever. 

Three  of  the  pneumoniti  fatal  cases  were  under  one  \ear  old,  one 
was  aged  2 years,  and  the  remaining  five  were  between  the  ages  ol 
45  and  65.  The  fatal  case  of  erysipelas  was  aged  72.

At  present  the  profession  as  :i 
wltole  is  not  convinced  of  its  value,  and  it  is  not  easy  as  \'et  to  i)cr- 
'Uade  the  hi\-  |)uhlic  to  submit  their  children  for  treatment  unless 
the\  h;i\e  alread\'  jfot  the  infection.  Personalh',  I am  convinced  ol 
il'i  \alue.  if  tficen  earls  enough,  as  a |)re\ emtative,  though  how  lotiK’ 
the  immunits  lasts  I cannot  s;i>-;  and  tilso,  but  to  a smaller  decree, 
as  to  its  \alue  in  cutting'  short  or  at  any  rate  minimisintf  the  disease, 
pai  tic  ularl\-  in  \ er\-  counK'  infants  who  are  losing  flesh  on  account  of 
heiiiH'  unable  to  retain  their  food. 


EPIDEMIC  DIARRHCEA, 

This  disease  has  not  been  irrc'valent. 

N'o  ctises  of  |)oliom.\ clitis  have  been  notified. 

.•\s  refi'ards  the  24  infants  that  died  under  one  >ear  of  a^e,  14 
were  males  and  1 1 females.  Three  were  cases  of  premature  birth  and 
the  infants  did  not  live  24  hours.  Three  more  were  certified  as  hav- 
imf  died  from  conptenital  debilitc',  and  one  from  conjrenital  heart 
disease.  ()ne  child  from  injuries  caused  at  parturition,  three  from 
marasmus,  four  from  convulsions,  two  from  gtastro  enteritis,  one 
from  ( cmvren ital  h\  dioce|)halus,  one  from  con^fenital  pyloric  stenosis, 
and  the  remaininjf  fixe  from  bronchitis  or  imeumonia,  one  of  these 
beintr  a c ase  of  measles.
